Rats Ate Her Money.

The Pittsburg Commercial Gazette of
Saturday says: Mrs. Mary E. Bennett,
the old woman wha was found dying from
neglect In g one-room frame shanty at 311
Lacock street, Allegheny, was yesterday
removed to the poor farm from the Al-
legheny general hospital.  Before she de-
parted she notified the anthorities that she
had money hoarded in two old trunks in
one corner of her bed room. An examina-
tion of her effects by the charity officlals
yesterdny revealed suflicient
proof show that if the money is not
hidden away now, that some time recently
the old lady possessed considerable. Frag-
ments af billg, representing United States
currency in various denominations, were
picked up on the floor. ‘The puper appear-
ed to have been gnawed by rats,

The investizgation of the bounse brought
to light many interesving things about the
old lady aopd her past life to show that she
had seen better days. In the two trunks
were contained many articles of clothing,
=uch &= old dresses, once of a costly mate-
rial., and made in the fashion of 1850,
There were three of these dresses, A num-
ber of photographs, the likeness of differ-
ent relatives, shows shie was well connect-
ed. Her own picture tnken when she was
a voung lady, presents a sad contrast 1o
the withered being now dependent upon
charity. It is an inteligent face and a
lovely one.

One Jetter shows that Mrs, Bennett's
husband was< an orderly in the Mexican
war and that he was honorably discharged.
She also had two sonsin the late war, both
of whom were killed near the battle of
Murfreesboro. The letters bearing on
these subjecte are quite pathetic. One,
written just previons to a skirmish, pre-
dicted trouble with the enemy, and the
writer, who was one of the sons, asked for
certalon favors providing be was killed.

The woman's malden name was Mary
E. Jones and her place of birth was Ebens-
burg, Cambris county. She is now pearly
w0 vears of age. There Is nothing In the
mass of letters to indicate how she came
to live alone or where her relatives are
located.

A deseription of the one-roomed house
after her departare makes its hard to real-
ize how she lived so long in the midst of so
much dirt and vermin. The rats that
inhabit the place have becoms so used to
the presence of human beings that
they do mnot fear the intrusion
of strangers. It was hard to take a step
vesterday over the floor without coming in
contact with one of the many rat< that
dwell there. They were on the bed and
ran all over the floor, squeakiog and fight-
ing. The flies swarmed about the dishes
aud dirty clothes. The very odor of the
place would breed disease.

The trunks were penetrated by rat holes
and the contents would show that the ani-
mals had eaten any money that might
have been in them. The pleces of enr-
rency were all small bits, A portion of §
and #10 bills was discovered among the
fragments found.

It is probable that the old lacy received
a pension mgularly. Letters from the
pension department at Washington would
tndicate this. Her rent, which was $ per
monts, was paid in advance, even loeclud-
ing this month.
